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CONFEDERATE REUNION 



The Government Asked to Cute for Confederate Graves. 
Congress and tli3 President Thanked — No Discussion 
in t lie Convent ion Proper — Gen. Gordon Re-elected 
Commander-in-chief — Dallas Wins the 
Next Convention — The Parade. 



Memphis, May 30.— Hot h the morn- 
ing and the afternoon sessions of th# 
convention of the United Confederate 
Veterans yesterday passed resolutions 
looking toward the care of some Con- 
federate graves by the national gov- 
ernment. In the eonvention proper 
there w..s no contest over either pro- 
position. but soon after the commit- 
tee on resolutions met at 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon the question came tip. 
and there was quite a hot discussion, 
led for the action by ox Secretary 
Hilary A. Herbert nnd Gens. J. II. 
Gordon and S. D. Lee for the resolu- 
tions before a unanimous report was 
secured from the committee. 

The resolutions as reported and 
adopted thank the congress nnd presi- 
dent for removing the remains of some 
Confederates from the District of Co- 
lumbia to the Arlington National 
Cemetery, and ask them to assume the 
care and preservation of the graves 
of Confederates buried in the North. 

By the adoption of the report of 
the trustees for the memorial associa- 
tion. the convention approved of pay- 
ing Gen. John C. Underwood over 
$25,000 for his work In securing the 
amount necessary to validate the 
Charles Broadway Rouss offer of $100.- 
000 . 

The trustees will soon meet In 
Louisville to make plans for the erec- 
tion of the buildings. 

The constitution was amended so 
that none but the convention could in- 
vite guests to it. 

A movement was staited to erect a 
suitable memorial to the women of the 
South for the aid whiih they gave to 
the Confederacy. 

Impressive services were held In 
memory of the Daughter of the Con- 
federacy and other Confederate dead. 

Gens. Gordon, Wade Hampton. S. D. 
Lee and W. L. Cabell were enthusias- 
tically re-elected to their present po 
•itions. 

After choosing Dallas over Lous vi lie 
by a vote of 1.203 to 1.046. as the next 
place of meeting, a final adjournment 
was taken. 

Morning H#a«ton. 

As soon as Gen. Gordon called the 
convention to order, he asked the as- 
semblage to join in singing “Old 
Hundred" and thousands of voices 
Joined in that grand old hymn. “Praise 
God from Whom All Blessings Flow," 
•tc. 

This was followed by a fervent pray- 
er by the Rev. Dr. Blackard of the 
Methodist Church. 

J. G. Giiice. of Alabama, from the 
committee on credentials, reported up- 
on the organization of the conven- 
tion . 

The report showed the following as 
the number of camps and delegates 
from each State, division and territory 
entitled to membership in the conven- 
tion: 



of the Historical committee. Col. J. 
W. Nicholson, of the University of 
Louisiana, ut Baton Rouge, who wrote 
the report, rend it tn full, as far as 
his vone would permit and then Gen. 
S. 1>. Lee, chairman of the commit- 
tee completed the reading. 

The report is a most excellent his- 
torical paper, giving n comple te Justl 
fi. 'at ion to the South for her actions, 
largely from the evidence of Northern 
w titers and speakers. From a liter- 
ary point also the report Is strongly 
put. 

As the various strong grounds in tho 
report were brought out, the dele- 
gates applauded liberally 

Upon tho conclusion of the reading. 
Gen. Lee said that Col. Nicholson 
wrote the report and lie considered it 
the cleanest cut report ever submit- 
ted by the committee. He also refer 
red to the fact that Gen. 11. V. Boyn- 
ton was now attacking the historical 
errors in the text books in use in the 
Washington public schools. 

Chaplain-General Jones moved Ihe 
adoption of the report. O. O. Pickard 
of Wavorly, Tenn., seconded the mo- 
tion und it was carried with a loud 
cheer. 

Col. Young then said that he voiced 
the sentiments of ail when he nomin- 
ated Gen. John B. Gordon for re-elec- 
tion as conimunder-ln chief for another 
term and the manner lu which the 



organized bodies and upon closing was 
loudly cheered. 

Col Bennett H. Young, from a 
chair on the floor voiced tho claims of 
laniisvllle for a return engagement. 
“In the name of a people who sent 42,- 

000 of tes sons to fight for your homes. 

1 ask you to come nga n and aceept our 
hospitality." He received applause 
when he said that Instead of hanging 
the latchstring on the outside, the 
doors could be kicked clown, nnd “if 
you see anything that you want there 
take it. for there ts no law In Louis 
vllle against a Confederate soldier in 
reunion times.” 

Henry George of Kentuc ky, seconded 
Col. Young's motion. 

Judge R. K. lleckhnm of Fort Worth, 
Texas, made a strong and effective 
speech seconding Mrs. Currie's mo 
tlon 

Judge Kitrell o fllouston made, a 
flowery and ornate speech in favor of 
his State's city. 

Col. Bowles of Louisville made a 
strong plea for that city. 

A Mlaaiaippian offered a few re- 
marks in favor of Louisville. 

After a few more speeches on each 
sldt< the balloting began. 

The ballot was ns follows: Dallas, 

1.263; Louisville. 1.046 

On motion of Col. Young the selec 
tlon of Dallas was made unanimous 
amid the loud cheers of the Texans. 

The eleventh annual convention of 
the United Confederate Veterans’ As 
soc'iation then, at 6:54 o'clock p. m., 
adjourned without n oay. 

Owing to the haste with which the 
convention worked wnen it became 
evident that a final adjournment was 
possible, the report of Surgeon-General 
O. H. Tebault was simply filed and 
read. It covered very much the same 
ground as did tne report of the his 
torical committee.
